The Actor Versus the Play. 


It is certainly the idea of all dramatic 


repiesentation that the play itself is the 
one important thing. The actors are by 
rights only cunning and adept lay fig- 
ures, that surround themselves with the 
scenes, and enduie their acting with the 
passions of one play after another. If 
this is done with much power and art, it 
is so much the more creditable to the 
actors and delightful to the audience. 
If it is done but poorly, then still the 
play has its own vitality and its own 
claims to respect In the same way it 
may even bo pleasant to read from a torn 
and dirty volume, if the words them- 
selves are fine. This, without doubt, is 
the natural and reasonable way of con- 
sidering plays and play actora. For- 
merly it was the universal one. It was 
the fine new play then that drew the 
crowd—not the fine new actress. 


But all tliis is changed now. The 


glorifying of one actor to the degree of 
making a "star"of him; the "personal 
magnetism" element; and the attention 
given to the matter of dry goods, have 
all tended to make most dramatic shows 
nothing more than the exhibition of the 
gifts of one actor or actiess. The charm 
of that one person is the thing relied on. 
Tho plays of such are fitted to them on 
the same principle that their clothes are 
— to 
set 
off • their natural graces. 


Whether the play itself is a fine literary 
work is a matter of small consequence. 


The result of this sort of thing has 


been that the number of plays popularly 
given has become constantly smaller 
and smaller. It has come to be known 
that certain dramas are best of ali 
adapted to the display of pleasing elocu- 
tion, personal beauty, and fine dresses. 
These, then, are the ones to be chosen, 
and they are given over and over in the 
aame season, while hundreds of belter 
ones are ignored and forgotten. 
As 


things are at present, a peison who de- 
sires a familiar acquaintance with that 
broad range of literature which has been 
put in tho form of dramas, must content 
himself with reading the volumes in 
which these things are printed. He may, 
however, if he choose, have the pleasure 
of witnessing " Camille" perfectly acted 
and splendidly dressed a dozen times in 
one winter.

lican's Kansas City special says: The 
severest and most destructive wind 
and rain storm that has visited this 
city in years occurred between 1 and 
2 o'clock this morning. 
The veloci- 


ty of the wind was estimated at CO 
miles per hour. The rainfall was 
heavy and the lightmug terrific. 
This morning the city presented a 
frightful spectacle. 
Not a single 


square in town escaped the fury of 
the storm. 
The streets in every 


quarter were strewn with signs, awn- 
ings, limbs of trees, roofs, and debris 
of all descriptions. Scarcely an ex- 
posed building in the city remained 
whole, whole chimneys being blown 
down, roofs taken oft', and in many 
cases houses being ruined. It would 
take columns to enumerate all the 
damage. Among the more serious 
losses aio the iron bridge between 
the city and Annourdale, three spans 
of which were carried away (the 
bridge cost $10,000);lhe street rail- 
way stables, corner of Madison and 
Seventeenth streets, damaged $8,000 
to $1(1,000; the court house about 
the same extent; Coates' opera house, 
roof off; all the hotel* were more or 
le£B damaged. 
Business houses and 


dwellings in every part of the city 
sntt'ered greater or less damage. 
TLe total loss will probably reach 
$200,000.

THE DEADLY ABMY WORM. 


Millions in Macon County-A Description 


of the Pest and How to Kill It. 


Saturday afternoon our reporter con- 


versed with a number of farmers, among 
them James Foster, ofWheatland town- 
ship, S. C. Davis, Jerry Nicholson and 
"Proc" Nicholson, with reference to the 
existence and ravages of the deadly army 
worm within sections of the county. They 
report that they exist in countless num- 
bers at present in meadows, where they 
feed upon the tops of the stalks of grass. 
The presence of such a pest in the county 
is enough to occasion general alarm, and 
as a description of the appearance and 
habits of this worm, as well as the meth- 
ods of destroying it, will undoubtedly be 
interesting to many readers, we make a 
few extracts from a letter written by a 
correspondent in Tennessee for the Culti- 
vator and Country Gentleman. He be- 
gins his' letter by saying that the prospect 
for good corn and wheat crops is very 
fine, but that farmers are not eontent,say- 


"The army worm has come, and we will 


be ruined. The army worm originates in 
old meadow lands particnlarly.and where 
there are no meadows in the neighbor- 
hood I hear of no worms. They travel 
from the meadows to the wheat, oats, rye 
barley and corn. If the wheat, rye and 
barley are past the bloom, and making 
the grain when attacked by the worm.the 
grain is often benefitted by being strip- 
ped of the blades than injured. Oats, if 
attacked, are generally mined—so is the 
corn; both being very tender plants, the 
worms go for them heavily. I will de- 
scribe the worm for the benefit of those 
who are unacquainted with him: He is 
bald Headed, well formed, black body,

Vornon, and adjoin each other. Steele 
and Itiilelmd a frame house built on the 
division lino and also had 7'j acres of 


tin ouch tract broken mid planted 


with two rather yellow than white stripes 
from head to tail. When full grown it ia 
a fourth less in size than a common pen- 
cil, and when ready to deposit his cotton 
in rather yellow, and is very clumsy or 
slow, but in almost constant motion nnd 
very hungry, eating rapidly until he dis- 
ippears. Where he goes I do not know; 
he simply goes out of eight. I find no 
holes in the ground that he goes into.and 
I do not find him dead on the ground. 
Where does he go to? I walked the ditch 
two hours this evening and the foregoing 
is alwut the best description I can give 


you. 


"He in, I might say. rather an innocent 


looking worm, and has not the hideous 
look of the cut and measuring worms, 
The force iipon my farm have been giving 
him battle for tour or five days. First, 
between my wheat field and^neadnws and 
corn fields and meadows we ditched; 
throwing the earth out on the meadow 
aide, and making the side next the wheat 
or corn, slanting under, so that when the 
worms come into the ditch, which they' 
do by the thousands and millions, they 
attempt to crawl out on the corn or wheat 
side, and fall back, nnd when collected in 
the ditch we hitch a mule or a horse to n 
log ot wood and draw it up and down the 
ditch and mash the army to death. As I 
before stated, they never originate in the 
wheat or corn fields, uuless the wheat has 
been sown on an old meadow. But if they 
do get into the wheat, then there is only- 
one mode of fighting them.and that is the 
old Virginia mode. The worms crawl up 
the stalk nnd strip the blades oft" up to 
the head, if you will stand idly by and 
permit them to do so. To prevent this is 
almost too cheap and simple to relate. 
The worm is very clumsy, and the least 
shock precipitates him to the ground, and 
while there he does little or no damage. 


"Take a rope from DO to 100 feet in 


length, and weight in the middle nnd put 
a man or boy at each end of it, and then 
pass the rope over the field once a day 
so long as the worm lives, which is gener- 
ally ten days, and you will save the field 
from injury. The fat fellows never make 
a second trip up the stalk; one trip with 
the rope is sufficient for that crop. A 
repetition of this trip once a day for ten 
days will save the crop, and it is easier 
and cheaper than ditching. I have suc- 
ceeded in keeping them so far out of my 
wheat, so I have not had occasion to use 
the rope practice, but others are using it 
every day, including Sundays, and report 
success."

crows, which are a feature of Yazo, *nd 
one which the colojusts would willingly 
lispense with. There are millions of 
hem,
